D-34 members meet with firm to help pass referendum

ANTIOCH - School District 34 
board members seemed intrigued. by 
an agency that could help them pass a 
building referendum. 

But there was one major obstacle - 
money. 

Rodney Wright, UNICOM.ARC 
president,, and Dan Burns, of UNI- 
COM.ARC, presented a basic plan of 
how to engage the community in 
District 34 issues. 

UNICOM.ARC is a St. Louis-based 
public relations agency that helps 
school districts and other organiza- 
tions get referenda passed, improve 
public participation, and find 
answers to questions that require 
research. 

The agency's fees, which vary from 
school to school, are usually based on 
what the school district needs, Burns 
said. Services can cost anywhere 
from $3,000 to $10,000 a month, Burns 
said.

Superintendent Scott Thompson 
said that lie and the board would need 
more time to think about the price 
and visit with other districts that 
used UNICOM.ARC. 

Board members' questions about 
money, a timeline and other issues 
seemed to indicate that they were 
interested in UNICOM's ideas. 

The key to getting things accom- 
plished, Wright said, is community 
engagement. 

"People are bombarded with infor- 
mation," Wright said. "They know 



more about Hurricane Katrina, the 
Cubs, and Paris Hilton than what 
they know about your school district. 

Burns and Wright outlined how 
citizen groups, multiple public meet- 
ings, hands-on work sessions and 
brainstorming could help the district 
and town create a plan for District 34. 

The most important aspect of the 
program is improving the relation- 
ship between the public and school 
officials. 

"This is not a referendum cam- 
paign," Burns said. "It's strategic 
planning to determine what the com- 
munity wants for its school district." 

Records and the progress of each 
meeting would be meticulously, kept, 
the duo said, and different school 
issues would be addressed on a level 
that anybody could understand such 
as technology and construction. 

"This will be a lot of work for the 
school district and for the people who 
attend the sessions," Wright said. "If 
you commit to a program like this, the 
benefits could be tremendous." 



D-34 schools feeling overcrowding pinch 

W.C. Petty Elementary welcomes former Oakland Elementary students

ANTIOCH - So far, so 
good. 

Principals at WC. Petty 
and Oakland elementary 
schools won't know exactly 
how the district's student 
transfer experiment will 
work until further into the 
school year. But the schools' 
representatives have said 
they .don't expect many 
problems. 

• "I think the transition 
will be relatively smooth," 
said W.C. Petty Principal 
Mary Kay McNeill. 

In May, District 34 Board 
of Education members 
voted to send its 63 students 
in the Neu Haven subdivi- 



sion from Oakland 
Elementary School to W.C. 
Petty Elementary School. 

This is a temporary fix 
to overcrowding problems 
in the three schools that 
house grades second-fifth. 
The aim was to bring some 
relief to Oakland, which 
was the fullest in the dis- 
trict last school year. 

McNeill said she started 
preparing Neu Haven fami- 
lies for the transition in the 
spring. 

She offered several tours 
of W.C. Petty Elementary, 
and gave parents the 
chance to interact with 
teachers. McNeill also 
wrote a letter explaining 
the situation and allowed 
students to choose one

level at the moment," 
Vazouche-Nowak said. 
"We're looking forward to a 
great year." 

Vazouche-Nowak is co- 
interim principal with 
Elaine Parks. Former prin- 
cipal Sue Stevens is now the 
gifted student coordinator 
for two of the district's 
schools. 

McNeill said that the 
extra 63 students might 
have to ask the school board 
to have a third and fourth 
grade class to allow a bit 
more room. 

"We grew from 407 to 450 
[students]," McNeill said. 
"We're definitely bigger and 
will be feeling the pinch. 

"We're doing the best we 
can. We're thinking fast."

Trustee Crosby said on Aug. 21 that he had 
felt sick nearly the entire day of the meeting. 

"1 would have tried to drag my tail in there 



last- night," Crosby said, "but I'm afraid I 
would have gotten everybody else sick then." 

Trustee Hanson said that he also was ill 
that afternoon and had pressing business at 
his store, BJ's Fashions for Men, on Main 
Street. 

- Trustee Caulfield was not available for 
comment, and Trustee Wolczyz could not be 
reached. 

Hanson and Crosby said they called village 
staffers a few hours before the 7:30 p.m. meet- 
ing, to say they would not attend. Caulfield, 
also phoned. 

Deputy Clerk Lori Folbrlck said she did not 
hear anything from Trustee Wolczyz. 

"I'm just sorry we couldn't do business 
tonight," Trustee Pierce said of the absences. 

Trustee Hanson said he was frustrated 
about rumors that the four trustees' absence 
was planned. He blamed Larson for fueling 
that type of thought among residents. 

"I feel bad for this town because we have a 
mayor that thinks that way," Hanson said. "I'm 
not going to defend myself when I'm not feel- 
ing [well]."

"Floridius Bloom and the 
Planet of Gloom" was 
released in April 2007, and 
Metz, 45, is working on two 
more books. 

One is another children's 
picture book, and the other is 
a science fiction novel. 

Being a writer is not as 
easy as it might seem, Metz 
said, and she didn't take it 
seriously until 2000. 

Metz said her mother 
always introduced her daugh- 
ter to others as "my daughter 
the writer," after she "visited a 
gypsy woman who predicted 
that Lorijo would become a 
writer. 



Metz never took the 
prophecy seriously, she said, 
but she liked to write little 
stories. As she grew older, 
Metz wrote stories about her 
daughter's doll and penned 
Christmas letters that her 
friends and families raved 
over. 

"Hey, I guess I can write," 
Metz said. 

In 2000, Metz decided to 
make writing more than just 
a hobby. "Floridius Bloom" 
started as an entry for a 
College of Lake County writ- 
ing contest. She didn't win, 
but she • liked . the story 
enough to tweak it. 

When she finished her 
draft of the book, Metz said, 
she sent it to. more than a 
dozen publishers and was

denied by all of them. 

Finally, Dial Books for 
Young Readers, which pub- 
lishes picture books for chil- 
dren from ages preschool to 
teenagers, picked up Metz's 
book. 

That's when the editing 
process began, and Metz real- 
ized that being a writer is a 
lot of hard work. 

Metz's publishers and edi- 
tors helped her cut down and 
refine the story, she said. 

"You can't take anything 
personal," she said. The work 
paid off when the book hit 
shelves in April 2007. 

"[My mother] was thrilled 
when I got the book pub- 
lished," Metz said. 

Maybe the gypsy was 
right.

However, going forward it is imper- 
ative that the $20 toll violation 
notices are mailed in a timely fash- 
ion. 

The authority usually collects 
about $13 million to $17 million in 
revenue from fines every year. 
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timely 

Aside from the revenue, there is 
the possibility that people are more 
likely to run up huge amounts in 
fines if they do not receive a notice 
in the mail. 

If someone runs a toll and does 
not receive a ticket, human nature 
suggests that he or she will do it 
again, thinking that he or she has 
gotten away with something. And 
some people who do not own I- 
PASS simply leave home without 
cash. These individuals are not 
necessarily trying to get away with 
something, but they also might run * 
up huge fines without realizing it. 

The bottom line is that without 
a ticket, people will think that run- 
ning a toll is no big deal. 

The result can be hundreds of 
dollars in fines that become 
increasingly difficult for an indi- • 
vldual to pay and for the tollway to 
collect.

Legislators play both sides of cigarette debate 



If I asked anyone which tax has 
grown at the highest rate than any 
during the last decade, I would 
guess about 90 percent would have 
made the wrong guess. Yes, it's one 
of those so-called sin taxes -the cig- 
arette tax. 

Most of us know that Gov. Rod 
Blagojevlch signed a bill to ban 
indoor smoking in Illinois, spon- 
sored by Sen.. Terry Link, D- 
Waukegan. That law will take effect 
in January 2008. 1 did support such 
legislation many years ago. I think 
that cigarettes are hazardous to 
one's health, and many lives will be 
spared when more people recognize 
the futility or smoking. The law was 
a long time coming, and it is spread- 
ing across the country. 

Having said that, in my mind 
there is a difference in banning 
. smoking where other people congre- 
gate, and increasing cigarette taxes 
to inordinately high levels. It has r 
been only seven years since the state 
of Illinois, along with other slates, 
won a major lawsuit against the big 
tobacco companies. The settlement 
awarded Illinois more $9 billion 
across a 25 year period. 

It was expected that the giant's 
share of the funds would go toward 
public health-related matters and- 
toward'lung cancer research. So, 
where did the bulk of the almost 
$400 million dollars that the state 
generated in the year 2000 from that

settlement go? Not in public health. 
Times are no different now, then 
they were then. They used the 
greater share of the money to plug 
the big budget gap. 

Cigarette smokers are taxpayers 
just like the rest of the citizens. 
Don't forget where those millions 
that came to us in the form of the 
settlement came from. It was from 
huge profits of the cigarette compa- 
nies, but it really came from ciga- 
rette smokers. 

I am writing this before the legis- 
lature finished its horrendous 
marathon session. Sure enough, one 
of the last minute issues was how to 
raise a ton of money to fund capital 
construction building projects, for 
roads, bridges, schools, and the like. 
In one day, they called for a 75-cent 
increase on a pack of cigarettes, and 
the very next day, they thought that 
the Increase wasn't big enough, so 
they tacked on another 15 cents to 
make it a 90-cent increase a pack. 
That means that cigarette smokers, 
with the present tax, paytwo cents 
short of $2 in state taxes for a pack. 



Just as night follows day, It is a 
truism that every time you raise a 
tax on a product, less of that prod- 
uct will be bought, There will be 
many who say that's just swell 
because there will be fewer cigarette 
smokers. That's true, but I just don't 
think that the means justify the end. 

Cigarette taxes are becoming so 
high that they could be declared 
confiscatory, and I don't think that 
any tax should be so outrageously 
high that it causes the confiscation 
of the tiling it taxes. 

It's no wonder that taxpayers say 
that politicians talk from both sides 
of their mouths. They say that they 
are against smoking in public places 
because of the health risks, but they 
seem to enjoy the big revenues that 
the smokers pay to plug the legisla- 
ture's spending habits. Would any of 
those legislators be for a total ban of 
the sale of cigarettes? Not on your 
life. They want the best of both 
worlds. 

Many smokers are addicted to 
cigarettes. Many have tried to quit 
many times. Lawmakers have their 
own addiction. They're hooked on 
soaking smokers in high taxes 
because they are gutless to fund gov- 
ernment through general taxation, 
fair to all.

Bears receive tribute at 
Richardson Farm maze

t takes a lot for Chicago sports fans to agree. 

There's the whole Cubs versus Sox, Cubs versus 

Brewers thing, not to mention which college 

football team to root for. 

But one unifying interest Is featured at 
Richardson Farm's corn maze for 2007 - the NFC 
Champions, the Bears. 

"Last year, we had 20,000 people visit, and that 
was above average," said George Richardson, co- 
owner of the Richardson Farm. "A lot of families 
from the area come." 

This year, the maze features the Bears logo and 
players' numbers. 

v "It's really neat; a cool thing to do," said visitor 
Brian Roehl, of Deerfield. 

On Aug. 16, the Bannister family, from Calgary, 
Alberta, visited the farm while staying witli a fam- 
ily in Algonquin, 

"It was pretty hard," Sandra Bannister said of 
the clues and games people can play while traveling 
through the maze. "We only got four of the seven 
answers right." . 

Richardson said that this year, the farm is 
adding'something special for those who come to the 
farm. 

"This year, we're also building a 50-foot tall 
observation tower," he explained. "It's a 24-foot 
deck.

Notes on high society in 'the Nanny Diaries'

No film this year has 
bounced around the calen- 
dar as much as "The 
Nanny Diaries." 

It was first supposed to 
open in April, then July, 
then September, and sud- 
denly its release date 
became late August. That 
much shuffling usually 
means the film itself Is 
troubled, but "Nanny 
Diaries" happily proves 
Itself a smart, well-acted 
bit of froth. 

Clearly writer-directors 
Sherri Springer Berman 
and Robert Pulcini (mak- 
ers of the spectacular 
"American Splendor") 
intended "Diaries" as more 
than froth, while the studio 
hoped it had this year's 
answer to last summer's 
sleeper hit "The Devil 
Wears Prada." 

The films share similar 
pedigrees. Each is based on 
a popular chick-lit novel 
about a young woman 
thrown unprepared into 
the heady society of mega- 
wealthy Manhattanites. 

In this case, the young 
woman is Annie Braddock 
(Scarlett Johansson), a 
recent college graduate 
wondering how her degree 
in anthropology will apply 
to the real world. 

After saving a child 
from a Segway accident in 
Central Park, Annie sud- 
denly finds herself in 
demand as a nanny among 
the disaffected mothers on 
the Upper East Side. 

The narrative hook Is 
that Annie relates her 
nanny experiences as an 
anthropologist's field 
notes. So she refers to her 
employer (Laura Linney) 
only as "Mrs. X." The 
employer, in turn, refers to 
Annie only as "Nanny." 

Surrendering responsi- 
bility for her son, Grayer 
(Nicholas Art), to Annie, 
Mrs. X says, "Even though

I don't have a job, I don't have 
enough time for myself." She 
stipulates that Grayer takes 
no afternoon naps. 

■ "I prefer him tired when I 
get home," Mrs. X says. 

Mrs. X is a stereotype of 
wealthy indifference. So is 
Mr. X (Paul Giamatti), 
although his disregard for 
his family borders on mon- 
strous. Great actors can rise 
above the commonplace, and 
although Linney and 
Giamatti never make their 
characters real, they do make 
them compelling. 

Giamatti, who starred as 
the nebblshy Harvey Pekar 
in "American Splendor," 
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again proves his versatility, 
Mr. X's blue-blooded boorish- 
ness is exceeded only by his 
coldness. This is a man who 
sees his wife and child only 
as furnishing in the Fifth 
Avenue apartment he is , 
expected to have as a Wall 
Street wizard. 

Mrs. X could have been 
another sitcom harridan, but 
Linney puts just enough 
uncertainty in her eyes to 
reveal Mrs. X fears her sham 
of a life could collapse any 
day. 

Johansson also gives her 
best performance in a while, 
making Annie vulnerable but 
not too whiny Johansson gets 
stuck with the worst end of 
the script's weakest idea: that 
Annie wouldn't tell her moth- 
er (Donna Murphy) about the 
nanny job and would instead 
carry out elaborate ruses to 
convince her mother she 
works in high finance. 

It's a clunky subplot that 
doesn't jibe with our knowl- 
edge or these characters. The 
rest of the plot flows as 
expected. 

Annie's bond with Grayer 
strengthens, and the boy . 
comes to regard her as his 
mother in spirit. Mrs. X 
becomes jealous of their rela- 
tionship, but is too commit-

Unfortunately, a vow of 
chastity was one of Mrs. X's 
conditions of employment. 
Berman and Pulcini fold 
in surreal moments to sup- 
port the anthropological nar- 
rative angle. Annie imagines 
Mrs. X and her friends as 
mannequins on display in 
the natural history museum. 
She fantasizes about floating 
away on an umbrella like 
Mary Poppins while "Chim 
Chlm Cheree" plays on a 
pan flute (the song later 
becomes her cell phone ring 
tone). 

These ploys give a kick of 
originality to a movie that 
easily could have limped 
along as ordinary. The play- 
fulness doesn't last, and the 
wimpy ending relies on a 
predictable moral.

Time to commit 

Warren center verbally commits to Stanford

GURNEE - Basketball season is 
months away, but Warren girls hoops star 
Sarah Boothe has already caused quite a 
stir. 

Not because of iier 6-foot-5 frame, not 
because of her all-around game, but her 
decision to call Stanford her new home. 

After much speculation and scholar- 
ship offers from five top-level NCAA 
Division I programs, Boothe has made a 
verbal commitment to play for Stanford. 

Boothe had five schools offer her schol- 
arships. Those programs were Notre 
Dame, DePaul, Big Ten powers Wisconsin 
and Purdue, along with her eventual 
choice of Stanford. 

Last year, Boothe averaged 16.2 points, 
8.7 rebounds, 3.4 blocks and 2.5 assists a 
game - enough to earn her second team 
all-state honors. 

Boothe will sign her national letter of 
intent in November, but her recent aca- 
demic acceptance to Stanford might have 
helped the talented center make her deci- 
sion. 

That, and the chance to play for leg- 
endary women's basketball coach Tara 
VanDerveer. 

VanDerveer won two NCAA basketball 
championships in her career at Stanford 
with the first one in 1990 and the second 
coming in 1992. In addition to her champi- 
onships and 537-133 record, Stanford now 
has 20 consecutive NCAA Tournament 
appearances and 16 Pacific-10 titles. Last 
year, Stanford went 20-5.: 

Boothe also will get the chance to play 
with talented post players such as 6-foot-4 



Jayne* Appel. Appel averaged 13.2 points 
and 7.5 rebounds a game to go along with 
61 blocks last season. When Boothe first 
reports for camp, Appel will be a junior. 

"I'm happy for her," said John 
Stanczykiewicz, Warren's girls basketball 
coach. "She's playing for one of the best 
programs in the country on a beautiful 
campus, it's one of the best schools in the 
country, so she'll get a great education, 
and she's playing for one of the best coach- 
es ever." 

She's used to college-level competition 
as she played for the USA Basketball 
Women's Youth Development Festival in 
Colorado Springs this past summer. Along 
with her national exposure, she's also 
been playing with Full Package, a top- 
ranked AAU team for the past three years. 

But for as much attention as Boothe 
has garnered in her high school career, 
Stanczykiewicz said he knew that she 
would be a special player as soon as he saw 
her. 

"I knew it when Sarah was in eighth 
grade," Stanczykiewicz said. "Back then, 
she was 6-foot-3 and she could run the 
floor, she could do everything a post play- 
er needs to. When we brought her to a 
summer shootout at a local college, the 
coach said that if he could, he would have 
signed her right there." 

But for the last season that she's in a 
Warren uniform, one goal hasn't been 
accomplished: The Blue Devil's shot at the 
state championship. And she wants to do 
it with her fellow Blue Devils. 

"We would love to go to state. We've 
come so close, but we've never been able to 
do it," Boothe said. "We want to win and 
we want to do it as a team."

With a fastball clocked at 
94 miles per hour and a No. 5 
Class of 2008 ranking by the 
Prep Baseball Report, it was 
only a matter of time before a 
NCAA Division I school 
signed Kyle Stroup. Stroup, a 
top-ranked pitcher/first base- 
man for Grant verbally com- 
mitted to Northern Illinois. 

With offers from Indiana 
State, Charleston South, 
Toledo, Miami of Ohlo^and 
others, Stroup said, that prox- 
imity tipped the scale to NIU. 

"It was close to home and I 
want to play there so my par- 
ents can come and watch me 
play," Stroup said. "[NIU 
Head] Coach [Ed] Mathey 
came to a lot of our games, 
and I built up a good relation- 
ship with him, so I wanted to 
play there."' 

But Northern wasn't 
always a home run for him. 
With Indiana State alum rela- 
tives, Stroup gave that school 
a hard look before settling on 
the Huskies as his team. 

Stroup tops out in the mid- 
90s, but he regularly hits the 
low-90s with his fastball. 
Beyond speed, Stroup also 
has a curveball, slider and 
split-finger fastball amongst 
his weaponry. 



During the last few sea- 
sons, Stroup has had to deal 
with college coaches come 
out to watch him play. But the 
senior ace said he didn't mind 
the attention. 

"It was really exciting to 
have all those coaches look- 
ing at me," Stroup said.

Here we go again 



INDIANAPOLIS -The 
Bears said tills preseason 
game with the Colts wasn't 
going to be a revenge-seeking 
rematch of the Super Bowl, no 
matter how much the media 
wanted to pursue the angle. 

Given Rex Grossman's 
strangely familiar perform- 
ance in the 27-24 exhibit ion '■ 
win, maybe we should have 
asked whether it was going to 
be a replay of "that ugly night 
in Miami. 

Save for being pelted by a 
driving rain, the preseason 
version of Grossman looked 
much like the postseason quar- 
terback we left in South 
Florida; He fumbled under 
pressure on die first posses- 
sion, threw a forced intercep- 
tion when Marlln Jackson 
jumped a route on the second 
and later bungled two snaps 
that left even his biggest apolo- 
gists asking, "Is this guy seri- 
ous?" 

For those of you hoping to 
be eased into the Bears presea- 
son, It was a jarring introduc- 
tion on par with pouring • 
chocolate syrup on a nice 
piece of fish. It also was an 
early reminder that Grossman 
isn't close to overcoming his 
shortcomings - either physi- 
cally or mentally - when he 
steps under center. 

If he doesn't prove this is a 
mere preseason hiccup - and, 
at tills point, he has given us 
no reason to think that it is - 
then the Bears' chances of 
actually avenging the Super 
Bowl loss will be small, 

"The interception [to 
Jackson] was the most disap- 
pointing play," Grossman said. 
"The rest of it is just presea- 
son football that we'll fix." 

We might as well get all of 
the qualifiers out of the way. 
Yes, this was only the second 
preseason game In only 
Grossman's second "full" sea- 
son. Yes, he still completed 
nine of 11 passes for 59 yards. 
No, Brian Griese is not the 
instant solution, because even 
though he went 10-for-13 for 
131 yards and one touchdown, 
It came against the Colts' sec- 
ond-team defense. 

But how much longer can 
we spout those enabling excus- 
es and really believe them? 
Though the game was only a 
preseason contest, the Bears 
still prepared for it and had a 
checklist of Improvements 
. they wanted to see. There still 
was a first-team Indy defense 
looking to make strides of Its 
own. Grossman committed so 
many of Ills familiar funda- 
mental mistakes that it made 
you wonder why lie continues 




to issue promises he'll correct 
them. 

Take the botched snaps, for 
example. Though both of the 
failed exchanges from Olih 
Kreutz were recovered by the 
Bears, they revealed there still 
is an ongoing problem with 
what's supposed to be the sim- 
plest element of football. You 
know how Devin Hester makes 
every return look so easy? 
Well, Grossman makes every 
snap look die complete oppo- 
site of that. Interesting trade- 
off. 

Still, Grossman contended 
they were easily fixable mis- 
takes, just as he did after every 
snafu last season. According to 
the man himself, the first bob- 
ble happened because it was 
too loud inside the RCA Dome. 
The second occurred because 
his hands were too sweaty. 

"I promise you it will not be . 
a problem during the regular 
season," Grossman said. "It is 
something we can fix." 

The word "fix" always has j 
been a familiar ; word with 
Grossman- and the fans and 
media.who follow him. This 
seasdn.it will figure even 
more prominently into the 
Bears-storyline and whether . 
they'U'be searching for a new r 
franchls'e'quarterback next off;; 
season.' The mistakes either '; ; 
will be fixed or they won't. No ' 
matter what happens, 
Grossman's performances will 
be magnified like never before 
- if that's even possible. 

Ultimately, the Aug. 20 per- 
formance didn't mean any- 
thing, nor did it determine 
which route the Bears will 
take this season. There still 
arc 16 regular-season games to 
be played. 

But what it did do is reveal 
that wondering which Rex 
might show up for a game still 
might cohie down to a simple 
toss of the coin, For all the 
talk about off-season work and 
'■looking sharp" in training 
camp, the Grossman we saw 
Monday didn't do anything to 
erase that doubt.
